Forty-nine happy boys have con- 
gregated from all parts of Alberta 
at McLaurin Beach for the annual 
boys* camp under the auspices of 
the Baptists, which opened July 1,. 

In addition to the 49 boys there 
aré six camp leaders and Rev, S. A. 
Carlson of Edmonton is general 
supervisor. He is being assisted by 
Rey, McDormand of Olds, David Mc- 
Kerricher and Charles Lait, both of 
Calgary, and E. E. Brant, with Song 
Leader Norman Pickard of ‘Calgary. 

The camp consists of four groups, 
chosen upon the basis of equal dis- 
tribution of ages and boys.

POULTRY LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS 


There haye been five World Poul- 
try Congresses, with the sixth to be 
held at Leipzig in July, 1936, and 
anch one of the five has been a ver- 
‘table league of nations in operation. 
The members of these congresses 
ire representatives of more than 60 
nations, who learn much about one 
another from friendly contact. 

Animating this goodwill is one 
great objective, namely, to give and 
reecive the fullest information. to- 
wards the breeding of the best poul- 
try possible, not for the benefit of 
any one nation but for the advan- 
tage of every nation of the world. 

Thus, apart from the distribution 
of practical and specialized knowl- 
etilge on poultry rearing, the World 
Poultry Congresses have been the 
means of comparison by which na- 
tions have been better able to know 
themselves and their neighbors, each 
to hecome aware of its own merits 
an‘. deficiencies, 

Throughout these congresses the 
vitality of the Canadian birds has 
told the story of Canadian poultry—- 
‘hat in Canada. thtre is outstanding 
youltry breeding stock in two or 
three of her more popular breeds. 
These qualities are illustrated in the 
hreeding of these birds through 
Registration, Record of Performance 
and private pedigree work. At Bar-

Why Belief Held That Farm Boys 
Make Best Showing 

There used to be a belief widely 
held, if it is not still, that the farm 
boy who graduated from high 
school or university was more likely 
to make good than the boy from 
town. So it is of interest to see 
what is probably at the bottom of 
this belief, says,the Brockville, On- 
tario, Recorder and ‘Times. 

The census shows that only one 
country boy in five is at school be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19, whereas 
two or more of every five city boys 
at the same age are in school. In 
other words, the proportion of boys 
who go to high school is less than 
half as great from the farms as 
from the towns. At university ages, 
say from 20 to 24, there is only one- 
third as large a percentage of the 
country boys who are still studying. 

This smaller selection from the 
farms is likely to include those who 
have been the best students in their 
earlier years at school, for parents 
will make a greater effort to give 
their brightest student a higher edu- 
cation. So it would not be surpris- 
ing if the farm boys with a high 
school or university education would 
make a better average academic 
showing than the numerous group 
from the towns. Of course this ‘is 
not to say that the rural child's in. 
telligence averages higher than the 
town child’s but just that the boy: 
from the farm who get a higher edu 
cation are a much smaller selection 
of the total.

Man Charged With Robbery “Recog- 
nized” Author As Receiver Of

Dickens, particularly at the present 
time, is interesting, says a corre- 
spondent in Sunday Times.

Dickens and Mr. Mark Lemon at- 
tended at Marylebone police-court on 
March 20, 1849; the latter for the 
purpose of preferring a charge 
against Cornelius Hearne for at- 
tempted robbery. 

Mr. Lemon said in evidence: “I 
was walking with my friend Mr. 
Dickens along the Edgeware Road. 
I felt a hand in my coat pocket, and 
on turning round saw the prisoner 
draw his hand therefrom. I and Mr. 
Dickens ran after him, and he was 
Shortly afterwards taken.” 

Mr. Dickens, at the station, said: 
“I thought I knew the prisoner and 
that I had seen him at the House of 
Correction.” Prisoner Mid: ‘Now, 
your worship, he must have béen in 
‘quod’ then himself or he could not 
have seen me; I know these two 
gentlemen well; they’re no better 
than swell mob-men and get their 
living by buying stolen’ goods. 
(Laughter). That one” (pointing to 
Mr. Dickens) “keeps ‘a fence’, and I 
recollect him at the prison when he 
was put in for six months, while I 
was only there for two.”
